New currency notes to be

FUNDAMENTAL RIGHTS 


Until the elections are held, the 
pre-Repubiican Legislutures will 
continue as the ‘State Legisla- 
tures, and the Indion Constituent 
Assembly will functfon as the 
Union Parllament. The Consti- 
tution sets out the most elaborate 
declaration of fundamental 
rights yet framed by any State, 
guarantecing -rights to equality’

tional remedies.
